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WHAT DID THEY SEE?:: (GoWoodliouse) 

(Our contributer has just written a book called the Mechanics of Mattov 
which presents new and somewhat revolutionary ideas about matter^He has 
kindly sent this article which may not at first seem relevant to DEOs

People who report that they have seen something in the sky 
mean that they had their eyes open at the time.We can all dream that we 
see something but for this we must have our eyes shutoff one is dreaming 
the act of opening ones eyes dispells the dream,So what could be the 
cause of people seeing objects in the sky which look as if they are made 
of metal? It is no use asking scientists .They have been dreaming for 
thousands of years and have no ideas to offer people in the habit of 
opening their eyes to see.Lets Ilok at some of their dreamsoPor a start 
whati is light? The scientists have argued for 300 years wether 
light is waves or particles.Very complex reasons have beeb pit forward 
why it moves in straight lines.If just one theoretician had realised 
that there is no light unless one opens ones eyes it must have dawned 
on him that light was a feeling in the eyes.This feeling seems to como 
from the direction one looks and this becomes ones idea of straightneos 
It needs no mathematics to explain that the feeling we call light is 
collected from a central direction which we must regard as straight. 

If we open our eyes in the night and look at a light then switch it off 
the feeling remains for several seconds afterwards,This can only be due 
to something in our eyes vibrating so we have to await the vibrations 
dying down before we can stop seeing (even though there is nothing to 
see)Since this result is wavelike light seems to be due to waves BUi! 
Unless it were big enough to be seen we would never know about it ti?.l

light seems to be waves or particles depending on which way the scint.lst

for a time - though the brain can still recall the feeling and toll Cuiisn 
The only possible cause of being able to see something is an oscillatory 
behaviour along a direction of view which has a higher amplitude of 
vibration than the detectors of the eye.If the eye sees something there 
must be something there and the oscillations within its atoms must bo 
bigger than the oscillations within the atoms of the eye when no 
sensation of seeing is felt, Newton was one of the greatest 

dreamers of all time,By using a letter to represent an amount of diotan 
in unit time he could dream up an amount cf distance this wou?.d becos'.o 
in a unit of time on the assumption that direction was straight and t '.uo 
progressed viniformly in a straight line,In truth a direction that soemo 
straight is rotating! When a hody falls vertically 16 feet in one second 
it actually moves 18«5 ifieies along a curve (due to the motion of the 
earth) so mathematics is based on mere appearances! 7/hat is even worse 
they assume there is am attraction between all material bodies .Wg esn 
prove ourselves there is a REPULSION between all material bodies by 
trying to press them together to merge into one,It takes a bit of 
believing that this obvious repulsion at close quarters becomes an 
attraction at 93 million miles!Especially when all observed behaviour 
can be explained by muttial REPULSION,particularly so between the ultim 
ate particles of ijiatter (which must he able to repulse each other to 
preserve their individual identities) The rate of movement of 

the earth through space is the concern of atoms with no excess of charge 
either way.This is a compromise due to atoms containing equal numbers 
of particles with opposite charges.These charges have the ability to 
shoot off in opposite directions when the opportujii'cy arises.lt is 
logical that the rate of movement of a neutral atom is a compromise c.: 
two opposite inducements for its protons and electrons to move in 
certain directions through the universe,When gases are redticed in 
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pressure their protons and electrons can easily be induced to move in 
opposite directions.Therefore this muat be eo In the upper reaches of 
the atmosphere and there will be spirals of oppositely oharmd particles 
swirling around the earth. It can be argued that electrons race ahead of 
the neutral atoms to crowd in at the north pole travelling ahead of the 
earth in space leaving the positively charged residue to form a tail 
behind the earth,which have been identified called the Van Allen 
Belt a.
